1. This apphcation contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: Each compound recited in claims 1 1-15 are directed to distinct species 
which would required separate consideration and search. Applicants are directed to elect a single 
disclosed species designating a specific group for each variable present on the compound that is 
elected.
